Ottawa has made a careful study of 
the project and believes Cafiada could 
by herself carry it through at a cost of 
some $700 millions.

some months, they think, prices may

Canadians worried about prices igok to 
Ottawa for an answer and a cure. They 
are looking in the wrong place. Wash 
ington holds part of the answer to the 
riddle and the other half is well hidden 
behind the walls of the ‘Kremlin. That 
is to say, the American economy will set 
the price level here and throughout the 
free world and the Politburo may well 
direct the course of the American 
economy by launching or refraining from 
military adventures. 


QTILL more mysterious even than the 
= Politburo is the North American 
housewife, She,’ as you probably know 
already if you have lived with one, is the 
most baffling riddle of all time. And 
since she larg@y controls the national 
economy of America through her hold 
on the nation’s purse, she is the largest 
economic factor of our times, though 
you might not think-so to look at her. 

Next time you do look at her show a 
decent respect for a prodigy and maybe 
take her out to dinner. People go all 
around the werld. to see the sphinx 
or the Taj Mahal when, without stirring 
out of their own kitchens, they .would 
see the greatest wonder of the ages. 

If you don’t think so, 
noted nothing powerful 
least the economists do. They are terri- 
fied of that little woman. If she should 
start spending more or saving more, if 
she should alter her buying habits even 
by a few decimal points then America 
can have more inflation and higher 
prices this year or just the opposite.

His fourth item of Beliefs of Social 
Creditors “That which is physically 
possible and desirable must be made 
financially possible,” holds particular in- 
terest. 

Mr. Graham Towers, governor of the 
Bank of Canada in 1939, before the 
Standing Committee on Banking ‘and 
Commerce said: “The limit of possibili- 
ties depends on men and materials.” He 
also pointed out, “now, if parliament 
wants to change the form of operating 
the banking system, then certainly that is 
within the power of parliament.” 

With our ability to produce, it would 
appear we could: have a much higher 
standard of living. But, of course, par- 
liament does not change the Bank Act,

‘The trouble with 
Governor Dewey's speech is, in my view, 
that it distracts attention fromthe real 
problem, which is very hard to solve, and 
is enormously emphatic about a remedy 
which ts already being applied 

That problem is, very hard to 
solve is only too evident when_we. look 
at the Middle East and North Africa 
In none of these countries is there any 
immediate threat of Communist fnvasion. 
For all of them the kind of guarantee 
which Governor Dewey wants fs now tn 
effect 

"Phere is not the slightest doubt that 
the United States would react immediately 
if Iran were invaded. As for Egypt and 
Tunisia, they cannot of course be invaded 
at all u countries 
have already been invaded and conquered 
and a world war is in full blast 

Yet despite the fact that these coumn- 
tries. ant threatened wit military in~ 
vasion, the western powers are gravely 
threatened in all of them 

Until we realize fully that in the vast 
area which runs from Morocco to Indo- 
nesia our problems are not primarily and 
principally military, we shall not even 
begin to solve our problems. We shall 
go on the cold war, having con-
